Wage-Price 
Controls Eased; 
Wrong Tax Cut 


The story broke just at press- 


time Thursday but The Star 
squeezed in a bulletin- 


President 
Nixon 
has 


abolished mandatory wage- 
price controls except for the 
food and health industries. 


This checks the battle against 


inflation to business, the people, 
and the Congress. Business is 
expected to police a self- 
administering system keyed to 
government economic stan- 
dards; the people are cautioned 
against prodigal spending— 
and, finally, Congress has the 
responsibility of cutting down 
on federal spending, which is 
the No. 1 villain in the inflation 
picture. 


Already there are gloomy 


protests on Capitol Hill because 
Nixon has slashed many federal 
programs and actually cut out 
some. 


But 
if the 
Congress 
will 


restudy 
last 
November's 


election returns it will learn 
that Nixon is only doing the job 
for which the people re-elected 
him. 


The 
people 
gave 
the 


Democratic 
Congress 
the 


benefit of the doubt and re- 
elected it to the majority 
position last November. But if it 
doesn't meet Nixon's cost- 
cutting 
program 
halfway 


there'll be some brand new 
faces on Capitol Hill in 1975. 


What else could you expect of 


a people whose federal debt is 
now marching on $400 billion ? 


Rditors write, but what they 


write isn't required reading for 
state legislators. 


Thursday's AP legislative 


report brought us the news that 
Sen. Knox Nelson of Pine Bluff, 
inspired by Arkansas' surplus 
of $100 million tax money, has 
introduced a bill to cut the stale 
income tax 5 per cent on returns 
for 1973 and 1974. 


Only a few days ago this 


editor protested a pro-session 
statement of the senator's in- 
tention. It appeared to us that 
when the General Assembly in 
1971 raised income taxes and 
extended the sales lax to auto 
and shoe repair and the labor 
therein, that repeal of the sales 
tax extension should have 
priority, being an unfair burden 
on the poorer class of citizens.

Prices on 
beef, pork 
may go up

WASHINGTON l A P ) - U-d 


by beef and pork, supermarket 
food prices are expected to 
keep climbing through mid-1973 
despite Nixon administration 
moves putting millions of farm 
acres back to work. 


Including earlier reductions 


in the amount of land required 
lo be idle for feed grains and 
cotton, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment has permitted fanners to 
increase crops by at least 30 
million acres from 1972. 


But Agriculture Secretary 


Earl L. BuU lold a news con- 
ference Thursday that the lat- 
est action—cancellation of "set- 
aside" land requirements for 
1973 wheat- will have little ef- 
fect on retail food prices in the 
next six months. 


Earlier this week, Don Paarl- 


berg, USDA director of eco- 
nomics, said retail food prices 
would keep rising at last year's 
annual rate of 4.5 per cent 
through mid-1973.

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Kindergarten bill 
is introduced in 
House and Senate 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


administration's bill to estab- 
lish a public school kindergar- 
ten program was introduced 
Thursday in both the Arkansas 
Senate and House. 


Also introduced was a com- 


panion appropriation bill that 
would provide $10.1 million dur- 
ing the next biennium to fi- 
nance the program. 


State Rep. B. D. "Doug" 


Brandon of Little Rock in- 
troduced a new city-county 
state aid bill in an attempt to 
head off a stalemate that he 
said could endanger a highway 
construction program. 


Brandon's bill would give the 


cities and counties $18 million 
in each of the next two fiscal 
years, considerably less than 
what they want. The figure, 
however, would be a 50 per 
cent increase over what they 
currently receive in state aid. 


The cities and counties are 


seeking 7 per cent of the state's 
general revenues, which would 
total between $25 million and 
$30 million a year, according to 
current revenue projections. 


Bumpers has said he could 


not consider a road program 
until the city-county issue is 
settled because the request for 
the 7 per cent would have a di- 
rect bearing on budgets for all 
programs. 


"Unless we get the city-count 


issue over, we're going to lose 
the road program," Brandon 
told newsmen Thursday. 


He said the "longer we wait" 


the greater are the chances 
that the state's $18.3 million in 
annual revenue sharing funds 
that he wants to use for high- 
ways will be spent for other 
programs. 


Bumpers has said he is 


studying Brandon's proposal for 
using the revenue sharing funds 
and a one-cent increase in the 
per gallon tax on gasoline to fi- 
nance road construction. The 
governor has said the plan has 
merit. 


Rep. H. Woody Clark of For- 


rest City introduced a bill to re- 
duce state income tax rates on 
all but the first $3,000 of net 
taxable income. His bill pro- 


posed rates of 2!/<i per cent on 
the second $3,000, 3V4 per cent 
on the next $3,000, 4V* per cent 
on the next $6,000, 5V4 per cent 
on the next $10,000 and 6 per 
cent on all additional taxable 
income. 


The reductions on taxable in- 


come from $3,000 to $15,000 
would one-fourth of a per cent. 
The reduction on net taxable in- 
come of $15,000 to $25,000 would 
be a half per cent and the re- 
duction on taxable 
income

cent. 


A bill introduced by Rep. Ro- 


ger Logan of Harrison would 
exempt from the state sales tax 
prescription drugs purchased 
by persons over the age of 65. 


Clark also introduced a bill to 


prohibit the use of materials 
from outside the country in the 
construction of projects in Ar- 
kansas financed in full by state 
funds. 


Rep. 
Paul Meers of Little 


Rock introduced a bill to per- 
mit school districts to operate 
on a quarterly rather than se- 
mester basis subject to a vote 
of school district patrons and 
approval by the state Board of 
Education. 


Ix>gan also introduced a bill 


to establish the state Apiary 
Board as an independent state 
agency. The board was made a 
subagency of the Department 
of Commerce under the 1971 
governmental 
reorganization 


act. 


Reps. Henry Wilkins HI of 


Pine Bluff and Julian Streett of 
Carnden introduced a measure 
to delete the terms "black," 
"colored," "Negro race" or 
"maulattoes" from state laws 
prohibiting mixed marriage, as- 
signing bus seating, regulating 
teacher contracts, providing for 
attendance at blind and deaf 
schools and provisions of more 
than a dozen other acts, some 
of which date back to 1867.

Paul Van Ualsem of Perryville 
decided Thursday against seek- 
ing ratification of the federal 
women's rights amendment in 
the Arkansas House because he 
said the House was "too un- 
easy."

pregnant" lo keep them out of 
politics. 


Van Dalsem has said he is 


handling 
the

amendment to apologize for the 
remark. 


legislative sources said a 


reason some House members 
were uneasy was that Van Dal- 
sem had angered several legis- 
lators earlier in the day in 
helping persuade the Education 
Committee to delay a vote on 
the administralion's bill to pro- 
vide free texlbooks in the upper 
four grades of the public 
schools. The committee will 
consider the measure again 
Tuesday. 


It was reported that the angry 


representatives planned to at- 
tempt to sidetrack the women's 
rights amendment into

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's unexpected lifting 
of most mandatory wage-price 
controls already has set off re- 
actions ranging from a stock 
market surge 
to dire pre- 


dictions of a price crunch on 
wage-earners. 


Nixon Thursday abolished Ihe 


tight mandatory controls except 
in the food and health in- 
duslries, along wilh most of the 
government machinery for ^n- 
forcing them. He set up instead 
a system of voluntary guide- 
lines and asked Congress to ex- 
tend the standby control au- 
thority, expiring April 30, so 
thai 
the government could 


move in quickly to halt ex- 
cessive increases. 


In a nutshell, Phase 3 of the 


Nixon economic program pro- 
vides thai prices 
may be 


raised, bul Ihe increase should 
not exceed 
Ihe increase in 


costs; wages may be increased 
without government approval, 
but for the present, raises are 
expected to be kept within the 
5.5-per-cent guideline in effeci 
since November 1971. 


The old Phase 2 standards 


will be retained for processors 
and retailers of food, and for 
doctor, dentisl and hospital 
bills. Those two areas have 
seen some of the biggest price 
increases. 


In Chicago, Dr. John K. Ker- 


nodle, board chairman of the 
American Medical Association, 
said 
Phase 
3 discriminates 


against the health-care profes- 
sions. He said there is a possi- 
bility of "a flight of allied, an- 
cillary arid support personnel 
from Ihe health field...." 


The aim of Phase 3, Nixon 


said, is to cut ihe inflation rale 
t.o 2.5 per cent or less by the 
end of the year- to keep fight- 
ing inflation until the "impact 
is fell at the local supermarket 
or corner grocery store." 


Except in the reserved areas,

They 
said the success of earlier ad- 
ministration measures speaks 
well for the future. 


Rep. Ben Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 


author of a number of con- 
sumer-interest bills, called Nix- 
on's Phase 3 plan "inherently 
outrageous and discriminatory 
against the working men and 
women."

WASHINGTON (AP) - At a 


glance, here are the new rules 
that apply to the economy now: 


The food and health services 


industries 
remain 
under 


present controls. Otherwise: 


—Businesses can raise prices 


without prior government ap- 
proval, but they are expected 
to follow voluntary standards. 
They must be prepared to jus- 
tify their price increases with 
legitimate costs. And they must 
keep their profit margins to the 
average or the best two of the 
last four fiscal years. 


—The Cost of Living Council 


says it will step in and enforce 
the voluntary standards if it 
finds violators. But the extent 
of 
the enforcement 
is 
not 


known yet. The Internal Reve- 
nue Service will monitor wages 
and prices. 


—Wages can go up without 


government approval. But a 5.5 
per cent voluntary standard is 
expected to be followed. 


—I^arge companies and large 


unions are expected to make 
quarterly reports to the govern- 
ment 
on price 
and 
wage 


changes and profit margins. 
These are firms with $250 mil- 
lion or more in annual sales 
and employe units with 5,000 or 
more workers. 


—The next layer of com- 


panies and unions, those with 
annual sales of between $50 
million and $250 million and 
with between 1,000 and 5,000 
workers, are required to keep 
records of wage and pnce in- 
creases.

President Nixon's chief for- 


eign policy adviser and the 
North Vietnamese Politburo 
member have held lengthy 
meetings every day this week, 
alternating between a Commu- 
nist villa in Gif sur Yvette and 
an American house in St. Nom 
la Bretache, both residential 
suburbs southwest of Paris. 


Today's meeting was on Com- 


munist ground.

the meeting by about 15 min- 
utes. Tho, wearing a fur hat in 
the bitter cold, waved and 
smiled to the waiting newsmen 
as he arrived to host the meet- 
ing.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Ar- 


kansas I>ouisiana Gas Co.'s pol- 
icy for curtailing gas sales in 
periods of gas shortages has 
been substantially approved by 
the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


The utility had divided its 


customers into five categories 
for purposes of reducing its 
sales and the FPC ordered it to 
file a new policy with eight 
levels of priorities. 


However, Arkla officials said 


the concepts were about the 
same and that the changes 
would not alter it's policy 
basically. 


Some industrial customers 


lhat arc hardest hit by Arkla's 
curtailment plan, including Ar- 
kansas Power & Ughl Co., had 
opposed the policy. The stale 
Public Service Comission also 
had objected to it. A PSC plan 
would have limited curtail- 
ments to elcclric companies. 


Approval of the Arkla plan 


was given Monday, llic same 
day the FPC officially proposed 
a system of rationing gas sup- 
plies to big gas pipeline com- 
panies.

gantic step towards change 
Thursday when the American 
league was given approval to 
adopt the designated pinch hit- 
ter rule. 


With attendance lagging com- 


pared to the rival National 
league, the American League 
also sought a pinch runner rule 
and interleague play at the 
joint meetings which were con- 
cluded Thursday. 


The pinch runner rule was 


disallowed 
and the 
major 


leagues announced a committee 
will be adopted to study and re- 
view aspects for interleague 


play which could become a pos- 
sibility in 1974. 


The National League, which 


will not use the experimental 
pinch hitter rule, gave its ap- 
proval 
for 
the 
American 


League experiment for the next 
three seasons with Charles 
"Chub" Feeney, president of 
the National League, admitting 
"if it does work out, we 
wouldn't be reticent to adopting 
it." 


Under the new rule, a man- 


ager can designate a pinch hit- 
ter to bat for the starting pitch- 
er and all subsequent pitchers 
in a game without affecting the 
status of a pitcher throughout 
the contest. 


However, the manager must 


make his "designate pinch hit- 


ter" selection before the start 
of the game and name the 
pinch hitter in the lineup cards 
presented to the , umpire-in- 
chief. 


"The rule has great possi- 


bilities," said Joe Cronin, presi- 
dent of the American League. 
"It will give the game a new 
dimension. We're very happy to 
be able to use it." 


Cronin, questioned on numer- 


ous ramifications 
and 
in- 


tricacies of the rule, 
said 


"We'll thrash it all out before 
the season starts." 


As far as the All-Star game, 


the V/orld Series and exhibi- 
tions between the two leagues, 
the rule will not be in affect 
and the basic rules of baseball 
will apply. 


Commisioner Bowie Kuhn, 


who presided over the joint 
meetings and was strongly in 
favor of the rule change, said 
he hoped that the new com- 
mittee which will be named to 
study interleague play will 
have a reort ready before the 
two leagues hold another joint 
meeting next August. 


Kuhn also said strides had 


been made towards a new Bas- 
ic Agreement between owners 
and players. 


The Basic Agreement expired 


last Dec. 31 and the two groups 
have been working feverishly 
on a new agreement. The own- 
ers came up with some new 
twists at the recent meetings in 
Honolulu but they were quickly 
turned down by the players.

Texaco, They did it with a 
king-sized cast of 250 and 
enough fireworks to light a 
reading of "War and Peace" 


from cover to cover. 


Alas, they won't be with us 


come the next college football 
season, according to Texaco 
spokesmen. They've run their 
course on television and 
it's 


time for something new. 


The one-minute commercials 


are known to Texaco as "Star 
March" and "Half-time." In 
them, a 140-piece inarching 
band stomps about a football 
field while scores of pretty 
drum majorettes leap to and 
fro. 


At the end, a giant fireworks 


display goes off against an eve- 
ning 
sky- 
ft 
spells 
out 


"Texaco" as skyrockets zip 
upwards and light up a cold 
California 
night 
like 
you 


wouldn't believe. 


The commercials, one a 


slightly different version of the 
other, were filmed at the Rose 
Bowl in Pasadena, Calif., in Oc- 
tober, 1971. It took two nights 
to do it and the police barred 
any filming after midnight, lest 
the citizenry be disturbed. 


The 
marching 
musicians 


came from the I<ong Beach 
Community Concert Band, a 
private group. The majorettes 
came from Santa Monica City 
College. 


Texaco spokesmen, who de- 


cline to say how much all this 
cost the company, said the idea 
was to produce a sales message 
linked both to a football half- 
time and the concept of "trust 
Texaco." 


There were no problems in 


filming the thing, other than a 
heavy mist that appeared over 
the Rose Bowl the first night. It 
cleared away at 7 p.m. On the 
second night, the producers 
were worried about a heavy 
wind that whipped about the 
field. 


"We were going to set the 


fireworks off and there would 


have been smoke blowing all 
over the place," a Texaco 
spokesman 
said. 
"But 
it 


stopped, almost as if someone 
turned off a fan." 


The two commercials began 


appearing 
on 
Thanksgiving 


Day, 1971, Since then, they've 
been seen during NCAA football 
games and a numbeer of col- 
lege bowl games — about 40 
times in all.

The big mistake made by the 


uninitiated, says Brener, who 
heads the hospitality division of 
the big Helmsley-Spear real es- 
tate empire, is to confuse real 
estate and retailing. 


"A motel is not just real es- 


tate; it is a retail operation, 
like a shoe store," he says. 
Real estate, such as an apart- 
ment house, appreciates in 
value, he observes, while mo- 
tels depreciate every year. 
They require constant'renova- 
tion. 


The apartment house tenant 


might stay 10 years and never 
meet the owner. The motel is 
intensely people-oriented. Cus- 
tomers must be catered to. The 
product must be merchandised. 


Brener maintains that any 


motel owner must always fight 
obsolescence on two fronts: 
physical and economic. The un- 
renovated plant might last 20 
or 25 years before becoming 
totally unattractive, but eco- 
nomic aging might be imme- 
diate. 


The latter can occur when an 


airport is shut down or 8 high- 
way bypass is built. Such an 
eventuality could force the own- 
er to abandon his business or 
sell it off for the value of the 
land alone. 


As a manager-consultant'Uv 


vestor in motels throughout the 
country, Brener has learned 
first hand how difficult it is to 
convert a motel to other uses. 
Like a bowling alley, it is a 
speciality building. 


The owners options are to 


turn the facility into housing 
for singles, an addict or health 


care center, senior citizens 
housing, 
a 
dormitory 
or 


training center, or maybe a 
nursing home if the law allows. 


But even without disaster be- 


falling the owner in the form of 
economic obsolescence, there 
remains the constant fight to 
keep the facility modem and 


• 


turs m profitability because, 
like all service Industries, mo- 
tels are labor-intensive. Servic* 
industries 
do 
not 
lend 


themselves to automation, mo- 
tels and hotels least of all. 


Now, 
considering the typical 


value of $15,000 to $20,000 per 
room for a good motel with res- 
taurant, or $8,000 to $10,000 for 
an economy motel, are you still 
willing to follow your dream? 


When they learn these facts, 


Brener said, some dreamers 
decide instead to put their mon- 
ey into motel-hotel stocks. And 
so, here he intrudes into the 
dream again, 


"These stocks have been bad- 


ly oversold by Wall Street," he 
said, In fact, he continued, 
some analysts have never prop- 
erly defined the industry, which 
he maintains is made up of 
many disparate entitities. 


"You 
have companies offer- 


ing rooms and restaurants. Oth- 
ers 
have 
rooms 
and 


transportation. Some own their 
real estate. And others lease 
properties and manage them. 
But investors view all as if 
they're one deal.1' 


Moreover, he continues, the 


great motel-hotel chains have 
always thrived on the entrepre- 
neurial spirit of one or a few 
individuals and their families. 
Whether the transition can be 
made to impersonal, corporate 
management cannot be fore- 
seen at this time. 


Another danger: Sometime in 


the 1980s, Brener says, the in- 
dustry must come to grips with 
the four-day week. Since most 
depend on commercial busi- 
ness, they could find their occu- 
pancy rates down 20 per cent.

US HQ may be target tor terrorists

SA ICON IAA) - Security has 


been lightened at the U.S. mili- 
tary command's headquarters 
on the strength of intelligence 
reports 
that 
Communist 


terrorists may try to bomb it, 
military sources said today. 


The Command refused com- 


ment on the intelligence reports 
but acknowledged that "in- 
creased security precautions" 
have been put into effect at the 
headquarters compound at Tan 
Son Nhul Air Base. 


New restrictions have been 


placed on vehicles allowed to 
enter the fenced-off compound 
and all which do enter. are 
searched for explosive devices. 
Concealing of bombs in cars 
and other vehicles is a favorite 
lactic of the Viet Cong. 


The security crackdown went. 


into effect within the past two 
weeks and the intelligence on 
which it was based apparently 
was connected with earlier re- 
ports thai terrorists were pre- 
paring to attack an American 
installation in the Saigon area 
around 
Christmas 
or New
